217 political bodies in California have joined.

for the same purpose). Mr. D, MN Reid wriles

China is a malaria-stricken country, as will 
be seen by reading the following extract from 
Major-General’ Sir Alexander B, Tulloch's 
interesting book. “Recollections of Forty 
Years" Service": We arrived at Hongkong at 
the beginning of November (1858), and joined 
the and Rattalion, then quartered on board 
an old three-decker, the Princess Charlotie, 
until the shore barracks were vacated by the 
goth, which had been nine years at Hongkong, 
and in that time bad buried the regiment three 
times over.
